Greece which was deuided in 
is now wholp — —

townes which we had on that ſine of the 
Sta. Finally, what ſhal we thinkr ar this 
that enſueth? He himſelte is in perſon in 
the fietde , with ſo huge a power, as tho 
like hath not ben rayſed heretofozTbatito 
annoy ſome mightpe potentate. Ve hath 
ſent a great name of ſhips and Gallies to 
the ſea, he hath eſtabliſhed peace with his 
neighbours, he hath alyed hyniſelfe wyth 
our vfter enemies, hee hath made ſecret 
chalenges to the Emppꝛe of Perſta, he 
hath ſent pꝛinie fpycs into the bowels of 
Atta, he hathndirecly ſolitited our ſoue⸗ 
reines ſubiectes and alves agaynſt hym, 
he hath murdered our welwilers, he hath 
fuecoꝛed our offenders, he dayly wageth 
foꝛrein ſouldyers, he leuycth ſtill greate 
maſſes of money , he is euer ſending ol 
Capteines and men of ar re into Cappa 
docia, and ( which is the fineſt cloke of alt 
his denices) he pꝛoleſleth himſelfe the do⸗ 
fender and mapnteyner of the Thebanes 
and their holp ES Whereto —_ 
ih. a 
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all this furniture: who be the aduerſaries 


of this holy league? Js it y houſe of P ho- 
cis? The Loꝛd therof is ſhamefully ſlaine 
and his childzen are able to wozke no re⸗ 
uenge. Is it the king of Lacedœemon and 
the pzince of Athens They are become 
his vaſſalles. Is it the towne of Bpzance 
and the other few townes of Greece that 
holde with the Lo2des of the confederacie 
agaynſt the Thebane holy league: Alas 
what are they to ſo nughty a pꝛinte: they 
cannot hold out long if they haue not help 
Both the confederates and theſe townes 
would fapne ſubmit themſelues to hym : 
ſerue him, if they might be ſure but onely 
of their lyues, and to eſcape the imminẽt 
deſtruction with ſafety of their auncient 
Itbertie. @cing then that the Grekes be- 
ing eyther in league o2 at peace with all 
their neighbours round about them, haue 
not as now anp knowen enemy but Phi- 
lip him ſelfe,and that of thoſe he is not in 
any feare but well knoweth that they 
will be quyet if he aſſayle themnot : it 1s 
manifeſt that in taking vpon him the de- 
fence of the Thebane league, 4 ſo quarel⸗ 
lyng with the confederates , he both reui⸗ 
ueth the old grudge 4 welnere foꝛewoꝛne 
batred betwene the Realmes of Perſia x 
reece, 


Greece, & alſo couertly pꝛicketh, not one- 
ly at all ſuch as reſiſted the Thebanes, oʒ 
haue had alyance and confederacie with 
their aduerſarics , but alſo at all ſuch as 
by any meanes haue ſuccoꝛed oꝛ releeued 
them, by ſauing them fro his vnmerciful 
# faithleſſc hãdes. Df whom bytauſe we 
be the chief, therfoze he beareth the moze 
malice agaynſt vs, Fo? the nature of Zy- 
ranny is, not onely to oppꝛeſſe, to ſpoyle; 
and to murther innocentes , but alſo to 
hate all ſuch as art not of the ſane diſpo⸗ 
ſition . And ſurely where ſoeuer cankerd 
batred,defire ofdominion, abilitie to giue 
the attempt, and ſufficient recompence of 
colt x trauell do merte, it is not to be ſup⸗ 
poſed but that opoꝛtunitie ſhalbe ſought. 
Po dout therefoze , but that what ſocucr 
countenaunce Philip make, t᷑ vnder what 
pꝛetences ſocuer he ſhꝛoud him ſelfe , his 
very intent and dꝛift is to giue a pulh fox 
the kynadome of Perſia . Let none of vs 
beguile him ſclfe:let vs not imagine that 
the ſtale alyances + late leagues betwene 
our pꝛince q the houſe of Macedonie, are 
able to extinguiſh the old enmitie new 
kindled diſpleaſure of the two Realmes 
of Perſland and Greece: leaſt our eves be 
ſo dazeled with the fond onerlikyng of 
B. ü. pꝛe⸗ 


pꝛelent peace. as the miſchief light vppon 
our heades, befoze we perceine it com 
myng towardes vs. What account ſoeuer 
we on our part make of leages, (as cer- 
tefſe we haue from auncicnt tyme had al- 
wapes a ſingular religion and conſcience 
in obſeruyng them, and ſo would J wiſh 
we ſhould do ill , fo there cannot beto 
much honour and reaerence gine to faith- 
full alyances and true meanyng leages) 
furelp he ſheweth hun ſelfe to make none 
accoiit at all, noz to paſſe further of 
than to ſeruc his owne turne.Bath 
twice within theis twelue peares pligh- 
ted his fayth befoze the Gods unmoztall, 
t made faythfull p:omiſe afoze men, that 
the confederates agaynſt the Thebanes 
ſhould with free foꝛgettyng of all foꝛmer 
quarels iniop lyfe, libertie t godes, as if 
there had neuer been any iarre betwixt 
them! Dow wel he holdeth his couenaũt, 
our hartes lament to ſee, and all men that 
haue any peecc of comon humanitie in the 
abhoꝛre to heare. Fo2 (as it is wel knows 
en) he ſet not vpon them like a valiaunt 
champion in the field, fo2 he durſt not doe 
that, neither did he charge them with any 
crime to execute them by way of iuftice 


like an vpꝛight iudge, foz they had — 


no fault: but as a butcher that gathereth 
ſheepe into a pintold to the flanghter, o2 
as a Wolfe that falles vpon a ſlocke whe 
they be folded: and as a fowlar that allu⸗ 
reth byꝛdes into his nets with baytes and 
pyping: fo did he foade his noble men into 
ſecuritic with vapne pꝛomiſes and dille- 
bling lokes, and cruelly murthered them 
without merty, whẽ they thought theſel- 
ues in moſt ſuretie, vea and he ſpared not 
the grapheaded, he pytied not the ſilly in- 
fantcs , he reuerenced not the chaſt mas 
trones , he had no regarde of the poung 
Damſels : but as it were in contempt of 
Gods and men, # to the vtter derogation 
of puncely maieſtie, he imbꝛued his wic⸗ 
ked handes with the ſlaughter ol his moſt 
faithfull x truſty ſubicces , oncly bicauſe 
they were to god and vertuqu3 fo2 ſo vn⸗ 
naturall a monſter to reigne ouer.Moꝛe⸗ 
auer, triumphyng in his outragious cru⸗ 
eltie , he laped the dead bodyes of noble⸗ 
men, gentlemen, inferioꝛ ſo:t, men 4 wo⸗ 
men (a hoꝛrible, vnkyndly, x beaſtly ſpec- 
tacle) wounded, mangled, deffled, nemp⸗ 
red, g naked, vpon a Heape befo2e his pa- 
lace,like a quarrie of Deere at a generall 
huntyng, foꝛ all the woꝛld to gaſe vpon. 

How then, may * — that be wilbe 
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a faithfull league fellowe towardes bs, 
who hath ben ſo faithleſſe 4 cruel! towar- 
des his owne 2 May we thinke he will 
ſtãd in fcare of vs, who deſpiſeth þ Gods 
immoꝛtall? D2 may we beleue that the 
hungrie Lyon will lyc Ctill whe he ſeth a 
fitte pꝛay befo2e his fate: I could the caſes 
yer be induced to that opinion, if he had 
nat of late ( foz all the icague that is be⸗ 
twixt vs ) ſent Captapnes and men of 
warre pꝛiuilye into Cappadocia, to an⸗ 
noy the froũtyꝛes of this kuigdome. Now 
then, ſeeing that there is no truſt in him, 
with whom we haue to deale : ſœing that 
be ſerketh pꝛiuy pꝛaaiſes to annop: ſeeing 
he woundeth our comon weale indirect li 
though the ſides of our netghbours: ſhall 
we ſitt aſleepe til the fowlar haue caſt his 
nette ouer vs:ſhall our league ſerue him 
to cut our thoatcs, and ſhall it not ſeruo 
vs to defend our liucs ? Unwiſe are they 
that end their matters with had J wilt , 
ſpecially in matters of tate : It is to late 
to ſhutte the ſtable doꝛe when the ſterde is 
ſtolne. Let vs pꝛeuent the miſchife in hys 
2pme befoze it grow to farre and become 
bncurable , Mee is no god Phiſition 
which truſteth ſo much either to his cun⸗ 
ning oz to his god faztune; ang 


ſeth a canker bateding in the bodye, de- 
ſtropeth it not at the firſt , but letteth it 
runne till it haue taken rote, to winne 
hunſeife the moꝛe pꝛayſe by healing it af- 
terward. There commeth moꝛe harme to 
kingdomes by to much ſufferance tha by 
to much wareneſſe . This ſoze is alrea⸗ 
dy waxed pꝛoud, it \welleth,it is growen 
toahead,and daily it wil moe and 
moꝛe, and if it be not loked to betimes, it 
will (A feare)become incurable. There is 
none other likelphode , but that early oz 
late we muſt haue warre with the Gree- 
kes. Whether to our owne behofe oz to 
theirs, there ſtandes the caſe. The choiſe 
is yet in our owne had: either to purchaſe 
peace and mainteine quictneſſe to our (cl 
ues and to all our poſterity, o2 to make 
our enemies loꝛds ouer vs. Philip is now 
at variance as we ſee) with his own coũ⸗ 
treimen: he is wo2thely behated of them 
fo2 his monſterous crueltp, and truſtleſſe 
infidelity:all kinges deteſt him as the diſ⸗ 
paragement of their ſtate: all his neigh⸗ 
boures lothe him as a miſhapen w2etche 
againſt nature: and the Gods are angry 
with him fo? violating their ſacred maie- 
ſties. I we ſend a power into his cofitrey 
he ſhall not be able to reſiſt vs: foz þ freſh 
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ghomebꝛed enemie, and whoſe clemeneye 


remembꝛante of his hoꝛrible doings ſhall 
difmay him, the falling away of his owne 
people ſhal diſtourage him, the reuoſting 
of his Cities and foꝛtreſſes ſhall weaken 
hun, * the vengeaunce ofthe Gods ſhall 
hunt him fr place to place till it haue tõ⸗ 
frrmed dym. His ſubiedes being weary of 
his intol lerable poke, pꝛay might + dap to 
b Gods foꝛ deliueraũte, t waite foꝛ ſome 
Pꝛinte to take them into his tuition. 
And who ſhall be ſo welcome to them as 
dur king, in whoſe dominions they haue 
had ſafe refuge from the ſwoꝛd of theire 


thep know tobe farro paſſing all crpectas 
tion. Againe diners of the regions haning 
taſted ofthe fweeteneffe of our Perſtan li⸗ 
bertie in the time that we had fouerainty 
ouer them, and finding our gouermnent 
to be lighter then a fether in compariſon 
of their pꝛeſent bondage, do long to be vn⸗ 
der our turiſdiction agapne, the rather 
foꝛ the tontinuall felicity which they per» 
teiue vs Perſias to liue in. Thus are all 
things ready to make with vs, to make 
againſ him, and we may conformd dym 
with his owne weapons. Foꝛ how can he 
loke to: truſtineſſe at their hands, whoſe 
traſt he hath ſo often diſapointed by trea- 
ſõ:; But if it ſeme not *

way-fo2 infringing the league that is not 
vet openly baoken,as J will not greatiye 
vrge that point, though it would be moſt 
foz our pꝛaũite: pet may we play the Cre- 
tanes with; Cretanes(as their owne pꝛo⸗ 
uerb ſayth, and as we commonly ſap ):let 
vs ſet the Bares head againſt the Gaſes 
giblet:Ye wozkes wiles with vs; Let vs 
wozke wiſely with him. And now while 
the Pig is p2offered let vs hold open the 
poke. Ns league can 92 ought to barre 
P2inces from ſuctouring the oppꝛeſſed, oꝛ 
fro apding ſuch as willingly yeald theſel- 
ues into their pzotection,e ſpecially from 
doing thoſe thinges, which being left vn- 
done there is left no likely poſſibility of 
ſafety to thoſe Pꝛinces that ſhould haue 
taken better herde in time. Thoſe ſozt of 
men whom he now purſueth with fire x 
ſwozd,are our deere frendes, and we haue 
hetherto mainteined them. Their caſe is 
common to us, and ſo is taken to hee bh 
their Pꝛince . At they ſmart ,let not vs 
loke tolangh ; If they decay ,let not bs 
looketoftand: It they be onerthzowne, 
then haue at vs, our ſtaffe ſtandes nert the 
da2e, when perils are comms they would 
be repulſed withcommon power,becauſe 
they bzeede common miſchielc. A like not 
wg to 
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to haue that fire ſpꝛed oner into Aſia foz 
want of fewel to feede vpon at home. We 
are not vnacquainted with the nature of 
the Greekes, we haue had to long experi⸗ 
ence of them. .Geene them leaue to cõtend 
with vs out of their owne countrep,+ we 
ſhall neuer bꝛidle them. But let vs hold 
them play at home by ſuccouring the op- 
pꝛeſſed part: and then ſhall we be ſure to 
kepe them alwapes at ſo low an ebbe, as 
they ſhall not be able to annoy vs,and we 
ſhall cõtinually be arbitrers of peace and 
warre at our pleaſure, to the benefite of 
both the tountreys. The like occaſid was 
offered and taken in the time of our great 
by the valcaiit Artaxerxes 
ſurnamed the long hand. The two noble 
houſes of Lacedeemon-Ft Athens fell at 
debate t moꝛtall warre, wherin the houſe 
of Athens beyng ouermatched e bꝛought 
—_ vnder fate, ſought refuge and ſuc- 
dur kynges hand: and he relteued 
— both with ment and monys 
aboundantly , where though it inſewed 
that he both dinerted tbe warre that was 
intẽded and already begon by the kyng cf 
— — P 
ſta, alſo in d ende had all Greece in ſuch 
wiſe at his commaũdement, as he made 
peace 


peace at his own pleaſure.Jn which deed 
of his this is wozthy to be remembzed to 


any might 

fo: the ſafety of his owne eſtate, ſo he op» 
p2eſſed not the country with any bondage 
but left it in ſach peaſible libertie, as we 
haue had the leſſe annopance and better 
neighbourhode of thoſe euer ſince vnts 
this day. y counſell therfoze is, that we 
ſhould lay our purſes together , that we 
ſhould iopne hands with the cofeverates, 
that we ſhould ſpare no coſt no eſchew 
b —äG—.— 
chyng of this common fire . 
foꝛceth vs to this warre — 
ſke our own deſtruction, and betray our 
truſtie frendes to their and our common 
truthleſſe foe.And therewith all it is iuſt, 
and honoꝛable, vea i alſo eaſte , We ſhall

nelle. The Athenians ſhall call to mynde 
againe the battaile of Parathon and the 
deſtruction of their countrie and citpe by 
Xerxes and Mardonius, The Thebans; 
Plateans , and Phoceans , will bethinke 
them of the burning of their Cities by the 
Perſians ,+ ofthe miſery whereby ſome 
of chem were fainetofeeke new ſorle to 
dwell in. The Lacedœemonians and A- 
chæans, will loke backe to the maime 
of their owne ſtate, and to the reſtitution 
of Athenes bythe putſſannt Artaxerxes. 
The Pacedonians , Thzacians, e Theſ- 
ſalians wil diſdapne at the foꝛmer ſubiec- 
tion of their Countries to the Crowne of 
Perſia. all the Greekes will re- 
nue the ance of the diſpleaſures 
that we haue done them in old tyme, and 
therwithall long to be reuenged of bs foz 
leauing the ſo lately inthe bziers . Thus 
thal we bꝛing the whole houſe ( the whole 


fingers itch to be doing with 
bs already) will hold himſelfe within the 
bondes of Grecia, when he ſhal haue nei⸗ 
ther in ward noꝛ outward enemy to kiepe 
him play on that ſide of the ſea * May we 
hope that the long continued . of

Greece will then die, when it ſhall be or 
molt habilitie and finde fitteſt opoztu 5 
nitic of aduengewent ? Shall we belene 
that ſo many thouſande men of warre 
that haue been inured to the ſpoyle , noſe- 
led in bloude, and alwayes enuious of 
our ſtate , will then fo:bearc the ſwate 
ſople of Afia,when they ſhall perceiue the 
ſelucs in beſt poſſibilitie to obteine it ta 
their p2ofite 4 honoꝛ :? Beleue it who lift, 
I cannot, foꝛ I ſe to many things in our 
ſtate whercwith to allure an _—_ 
mide , and the kyngdome of Pcrliais 
ſufficient reward fo2 a conquerour . Aud 
therfoze whenſoeuer Philip hath pactficd 
his owne Nealme, ſo as he may leaue no 
backefrendes behinde him: then will he 
ſurelp poure out the tempeſt of his wꝛath 
vpon our land, like as the great Riuer of 
Nilus beyng ſodcinly increaſed with the 
molten ſnow from the hils of Xthyopc, 
bꝛeaketh out of his bankes,and onerfiow- 
eth the whole land af X#2yprt . Foz it is 
not the ſubduing of the tonkederates no 
the winning of Brzancc and the other 
townes of Zh:ace, that can ſatiſue ſo vn 
ſatiable a coꝛmoꝛant. Great foules loke 
after great p2ayes . It is the kingdome of 
Perſia , beleue me it is the kingdoms of 
C. is. Per 
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Perſia , that Philip ameth at, and-which 
be will one day giue a puſh fo2 if he tan. 
And in what caſc ſhall we be then We 
ſhalbe fayne ( which the Gods foꝛbyd) if 
the warre be dꝛawen hether and not di⸗ 
uerted , to behold the burning of our vil- 
lages, the ſacking of our Cities, the ſpoy⸗ 
ling of our coũtreis, the flaughters of our 
gentlemen, the llauerie of our commons, 
the rauiſhyng of our maydens and matro⸗ 
nes, the deſtruction of our deareſt thunge, 
and a thouſand other diſpleaſures and vi⸗ 
lanies , whiche ſhall infoꝛte inen to ſap 
(though all to late) would God the coun⸗ 
ſell of Arſanes had been folowed . And if 
we happen to be ouercome in the field the 
warre being in our own coũtrey, thẽ fare⸗ 
well our god dayes. Ne haue no holdes 
noꝛ foztreſſes of ſtrẽgthj to flee vnto till we 
may retouer a new power. Dur neigh- 
bours whom our vnfrendly dealpug ſhall 
haue alienated from vs, will peradutture 
reteiue vs foꝛ humanities ſake, but not 
releue vs that we may recoucr . So ſhall 
we be left deſolate of frendes , and either 
come into moſt miſerable bondage with 
our toũtrie, oꝛ at leaſt wiſe line in ſo20ws 


full exile which is litle better. Bo2eoner; 


our own ſubiectes and Cities in ſuch caſe 
being appalled with the miſfoztunc ofthe 
time, 


time, ſhall either fox feare o; fox hope of 
fanour , reuolte tothe enemy, acco2ding 
as it commonly falleth out, that loke 
which way fo2tune ſwayeth,that way do 
the multitude incline, as the reede that is 
beaten vppon with a vehement wynde. 
And J pꝛap the Gods that in ſo great and 
opulous a cduntrie as this is, there may 
not be found any that will pꝛefer the filthy 
lucre of a little gold befoze honeſt loue of 
their countrie . But admit we ouertame 
him in battell in our owne countrpe: will 
he ccaſe his enterpꝛyſe fo2 the loſſe of two 
oꝛ th:e& fieldes: will he come ſo flenderiye 
accompanyed , as to be dziucn away foz 
one o2 two diſcomStures? will he aſſaple 
vs but only in ſome one place at once: Do 
ve think that eur old enuiers the Cappa⸗ 
dotiaus ſhall not be ſollictted agaynſt vs? 
Pes, æ all others that map by any mcanes 
anoy vs. Me ſhall haue our handes full, 
and to full. And although that at length 
we ouercome them all r dꝛiue them quite 
away (as if it ſhould come to that point J 
pꝛay the Gods we might, and J hope we 
thoulde) vet would they leaue ſome print 
of there being here behinde them. There 
was neuer yet any great woũd ſo thzough 
ly healed, but there 8 ſome _ 
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ef it a god while after. | 
Thus your — bane beards 
myne aduyce conternyng the b:oples in 
Greece, and concerning our pꝛeſent ſtate 
which J doubt not but your wiſdoms will 
ſo pꝛouide fo2 , as it may continue longe 
tyme in honour and ſafetic. Onely this J 
repeate fo: a cõcluſiõ, that in ſuch weighs 
tie cafes delay bzedeth daunger, and it is 
nat god to be carcles whe our next neigh⸗ 
bours houſe is on fire. It is farre better to 
be ennied than to be pitied. I would not 
haue our realme to rew afterclaps.

9 — Macedone hauing bene 

made Pꝛoteaoꝛ ofthe Thebanes ho- 
ly league, purſued the beneũte of that oc- 
caſion, till he had ſo poked all Grecia that 
de left them vnable to recouer their aunti 
ent eſtate libertie. Toward the atchic- 
uing ol which his ſuttle enterpꝛyſe, her 
was not a little holpen by the flattering x 
falable tongues of ſond2y cozrupted o2a- 
toꝛs and trayto2s , pꝛeferring their owne 
ambitions and gaynes befoze there due 
zeale and lone to their countryes. The ho⸗ 
neſt and eloquẽt Demoſthenes that gaus 
warning 


warning and diſcloſed the ſuttle purpoſes 
of king Phillip, was not regarded. The 
Grecians themſelues gaue apde and ſer⸗ 
uice to their owne deſtruction. And while 
the one ioyning agaynſt the other, vnder 
diſtracted opinions of honoꝛ to their falſe 
gods and idoles, and with deceaued gredi⸗ 
neſſe to reuenge old diſpleaſures and quas 
rels, and with ſome vaine hope of ſome 
ſmall encreaſes by part of the ſpole, they 
raged in ciuile and mutuall warres, neg- 
leaing all aduiſes and warnynges, retec- 
tyng all true meanes of firme peace , and 
(that wozft was ) hauyng by many bzea- 
ches ofp:omiſe and by vntrue dealyng, 
left no poſſibilitie*of credite whereupon 
any aſſured reconcilement might be ſla⸗ 
bliſhed , both fondly and w2etchedly put 
their owneneckes in the halter of ſerui⸗ 
tude , together with the poꝛe Phocaans 
and the other confederates, who were en⸗ 
fo:ced fo2 lacke of power in them ſelues, 
92 apde fromother,to yeld to the craftie x 
truell victo2s fraude and outrage: 
In the meane time, the king of Perſia 
not regardyng the aduiſes to thecffec a- 
boueſaid, neither remembꝛing both the 
old and alſo late quarelles that Philip did 


beare in hart againſt him, noꝛ erg th 
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Macedones ourrarowing in ſtrẽgth, ſate 
negliaft with his wanton court at home, 
white Philip by augmffation of victozies 
armed his will with power, to pꝛocede 
with the plotte that hee had long befoze 
tavdefo? inuading of Aſia. 
Afterward Philip him ſelfe the vntrun 
and vninaſt Pzinee, th: ouch high indixnas 
tion conteaued agavnſt him foꝛ not dovng 
of iuſtite, and foꝛ mainteining villanie of 
life vnpuniſhed , in one of his capitapnes 
and miniſters of his crueltics,was in hys 
greateſt ſecuritie and gloꝛp, moſt woꝛthe⸗ 
vin him — though traite) 
touſly in him that did it, fodenly and op 
ty llaine, euen in the p2eſcnce of thoſe 
whom he mot hyely truſted, in the mid⸗ 
deſt between his ſonne and his ſonne in

avding ofGrecia pulled the whole weight 
of the warre and of all the Macdonians 
freſh and p2ond violence vpon himſelfe x 
his owne empire in Aſia, where he might 
haue dinerted it to haue bin ſpent toAlex- 
anders greater hardneſle, and his owne 
god aſſurance in Curope. Which becauſe 
he did not in time, his land was deſtroyed 
his wife and childzen taken, hys crowne 
loſt, himſelfe ſlapyne, all Per ſia bought to 
ruine and llauery. An euerlaſting leſſon to 
Pꝛinces to kepe peril farre ot if thei may, 
to ſuctour their diſtreſſed neighboures, to 
beware of thoſe that haue geuen exam⸗ 
ples of inſidelitie and of deepe reachinge

G Caſtriot , ſonne of Iohn 
<4 Caſtriot , was afterward: for his 
valiauntneſſe ſurnamed Scanderbeg;

of our one lãguage. For in ſome part

great. This Scanderbeg breakyng frõ 
tlie Turkes ſeruice, recoucred his fa- 
thers dominion in Epirus otherwiſe 
called Albanie, which countrey is it of 
whiche ſometime Pirrhus was, and of 
whiche are thoſe Albanois that wee 
haue ſeen in this realme, of who ſome 
did ſerue kyng Henry the viij. at the 
warre in Fraunce, when Boleyne was 
conquered . Hauing ſo in ſhort tyme 
with incredible induſtriewonne again 
his inheritaunce, he was for his excel- 
lent pro eſſe by common conſent of 


all the Lordes of Epirus choſen their 
chief Prince and ſoucraigne 


, He flori- 


ſhed about the yere of our Lord. 1543 
and a good ſort of yeares both before 
and after. He long continued warte 


capitaines of the Turke 
multitudes of their 


with the great Tur kes, Amurathes the 
father and Mahumetes the ſonne. He 
flew diucrſe of the great 


Baſlacs and 
, with infinite 


people . He twiſe 


expelled Amurathes out of Epirus „& 
at the later tyme enforced that great 


tyrant 


tyrant to dye for ſorrow , bicauſe he 
could not winne Croia, but was fayne 
to leaue it with diſhonour , He droue 
out Mahumet alſo with ſhame, not on- 
ly at both the ſayd iorneyes when he 
came with his father, but alſo whe him 
ſelt inuaded Epirus, at all which three 
voyages the Turkes army when ĩt was 
leaſt vas aboue C. thouſand men. He 
continued the warre aboue xl. yeares. 
He prepared to haue ioined his forces 
with the kyng of Hungarie and no 
— _ ng the 
ſage denye opped by George 
— — Myſia other 
wiſe called Raſcia, through whoſe coũ 
trey his way did lye of neceſsitie into 
—— he could not come in time, 
but < meane * the Chriſtias 
ioyning battell before his comyng to 
thẽ ws. Jour the great and lamEtable 
ouerthrow at Varna, but with ſo blou- 
dy an victory to the Turłe himſelfthat 
the Turke was enforced to ſit quyet 
2 good while after, with moſt playne 
proofe of greate likelyhode of auoy- 
ding thatgreat calamity if Sciderbegs 
3 alſo haue been preſt to 
their aſs iſtaunce. The life and doin 


of this noble Prince Scãderbeg are ſet 
out in Latine by Marinus Barletius of 
Scodra, out of whom foloweth here 
tranſlated into Engliſh the diſcourſe

He promiſed him the mariage ol his 
ow ne neare kinſwoman after the dio 
patchyng of Ameſaes o e wife, hee 
promiſed him forein ayde and force 
of — to — his — a> 
aynſt Scanderbeg, apo g hym 
both aber and Dae l 
they ſhould atriue, with fatſicient fur - 
nitute of ill meanes aud prouiſions to 
atteine his wicked purpoſe, & he pro- 
miſed him the ſucceſs ion and crow 
of Albanie to him and his heires fot e- 
uer, hich yet God wote the tyraunt 
neuer truly intẽded, but fully determYs 
ned, if by this meane Scider 
haue bene made away; to haue 
after eaſily diſpatched poote Dube A- 
meſa & quickly wyned whole Albanie 
as a prouince to his dn ire.

tions, he proteſteth a deſire of quyet 
atd at length to geue happy reſt to 
Chriſtendome and to him felfe, and 
therfore he writeth fayre gloſing let- 
tets to Scãderbeg: he ſendeth Scader- 
beg goodly preſentes, Turkye horſes, 
bowes, carpets, ſilkes and many gay 
thinges: he maketh much of Scander- 
beges mefſengers: he ſetteth thoſe in 
his court whom Scãderbeg beſt loued 
to be inſtrumentes to draw. Scander- 
beges miniſters to cõmend the peace: 
he maketh moſt freadly ſhewes of fa- 
hor to the faction of Scanderbeges 
frendes in the tyrauntes one rcalmey 
court and familie: he halfe yeldeth the 
zelous ſnhe of his one het᷑eſie, to be- 
guile Scãderbeg with ſueh hypocriſie: 
hee practiſeth to make ſome of Scan- 
derbeges nobilitie to ſet out in latge 
ſpeche the diſcommodities and ha- 
zardes of the warre , the vaſtyng of 
treaſure, the loſſe of men, the hinde+ 
raunce of the landes by withdrawyng 
traſike and entercourſe betwene their 
ſubiectes, with great ampliſieng the 
benefites of long lefred. peace and 
ſuch other deuiſes . By theſe and ſuch 
lyke fetches. at length hee * 

Otte- 
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ſoftened his invincible cle, and a litle 
blyndfolded his cleare pearcyng iud - 
gement. And ſo this great tyrant Ma- 
humet by litle and litle diuerting Sc. 
derbeges eyes from Mahumercs pers 
iurous falſehed, and from conſi 
how the tyrantes Baſſaes and Byſhops 
did iuſtiſie infidelitie and breache of 
fayth agaynſt Chriſtians, at length a 
peace was made betwene Mahumet 
& Scanderbeg, Scanderdeg alway iud- 
ging the ſame peace not tò be take for 
him ſelfe onely but alfofor his Chriſte 
neighbours . Whiche he was induced 
to beleue by theſe reaſons; for that 
Mahumet pretended the cauſe of his 
ſekyng that peace to be his wearineſſs 
of warring with Chriſtians; & for that 
other Chriſtians; ſpecially choſe that 
ſyved vnder᷑ the tyrants Empire, were 
the chief meanes and inſtrumentes ol 
e the league, aſſuryng Scan- 

— his Embaſſadours & mi- 
— that the fame ſhould not onely 
be to the great benefit of Scanderbeg, 
but alſo to the perfect ſuretie of thoſe 
Chriſtians that labored the peace, and 
to a notable meane of reuenge and o- 
zerchtow againſt the old falſe Chriſtiã 
duke 


Dake of Myſia that had ben the ſower 
of all the former troubles & miſchie- 
ues, So reſted'the cõprehẽſion and ex- 
pteſſe prouifi6 for other Chriſtians in 
onely vndouted confidece. And while 
Scanderbeg neuer ſuſpected fo foule u 
trecherie as Mahumet intẽded, the o- 
ther Chtiſtian Princes, and ſpeeially 
thoſe that were moſt ſubiect to Ma- 
humetes power, although the peace 
was moſt chiefly pretended for their 
ſuretie, yet by teaſon that Mahumetes 
diſſembled ſhewes of good wil toward 
the made forgetfulneſſe or appiraũce 
of no neede ro compriſe them, ot by 
ſome ſiniſter practiſe, were leftour of 
the capitulation and atticles. 
Then the peace was not onely fo- 
lemnely accorded, but alſo ratified & 
cdfirmed byothes, by Embaſſadouts, 
by ſolemne teſtifications and gratula- 
tions, and by all the exquiſire reancs 
chat might be to bryng Scanderbeg in 
confidence of the infidell Mahumetes 
fidelity. But immediatiy vpon this c6- 
cnſion of peace, Mahumet hauyng 
Scanderbeg faft tyed from ſtyrring, & 
finding that ( which he chiefly couctcd | 
th the whole peace) that there — no

monilhing an other, and in this OO 
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ſitie, you will patiently heare me, and in 
a rude vellell receiue þ holeſome frute of 
tounſell fo2 pꝛouiſion foz all our ſafeties. 

The great enemie of the Ch2ifttan re⸗ 
ligid hath as ye know by the ſinnes of the 
people and diſcoꝛde of P2inces excedyng⸗ 
ly pꝛeuailed, and dayly groweth mo2e & 
moꝛe againſt vs, and of all that vngodly 
race neuer was there any moze perilous 
to Chꝛiſtendome than hee that now reig⸗ 
ncth . Foꝛ though Amurathes his father 
were terrible and in long courſe of vico- 
ries had ſt bliſhed an opinion of inuinci⸗ 
ble felicitie, yet anguiſh and diſdaine that 
hee atteined not to feede his cruell hart 
with fight of our deſtruction in Epirus, a⸗ 
gainſt whom he had intended moſt hoꝛri⸗ 
ble crueltie, hath by Gods moſt gracious 
p:outſion taken him away in moſt happy 
ſcaſon , # toyned him to his pꝛogenitours 
the perſecuters of the Golpell of Chꝛiſt, 
ſo diſappointed him of his moſt tyꝛãnous 
purpoſe , whiche he not onely had in hart 
conceined , but thꝛeatned to ſe it with 
thoſe eyes which God both ſho2tly after x 
molt — — This pꝛeſent tyꝛãts 
mother by Gods grace alſo lined not to 
execute the cruelties that were to be lo⸗ 
ked foz of ſuch an vngracious ſtocke, otf ſo 
dutra⸗ 


outragious a father, 4 fo faithlcffe a mo- 
ther,and ſv perilouſly matched,but by tze 
treaſon of thoſe that ought in nature and 
dutte moſt to haue pꝛeſerued him, oz ra- 
ther by the mightie and bountifull hand 
of God, was cut of in god ſeaſd aa Gods 
Church 4 pcople, ſo as what ſoeuer Ch2i- 
ſtedome might haue feared , pet it felt not 
that by him, which at this mans handes 
both hath bene founde and is dayly to be 
toked foz .

neither open no2 to the full, haue been ſo 
bleſſed that he could neuer by iuſt ſtrẽgth 
and ſincere warre cõfound them. By pub⸗ 
like iuſtice and lawful pꝛoceding he could 
not touch them, ſuch euer hath been their 
bp2ight loyaltye „ as himſelfe wyth hys 
own teſtimony hath bern infoꝛted to con⸗ 
firme.

Mould he haue ſuffred the ſtapyne,diſho- 
no2 and infamie of ſo vyle a murder, ifhe 
might haue auovded it with pꝛouing the 
gittie who could not eſcape the triall if hir 
had liſted fo haue b2ought them to it? Jf 
they were ſo wiſe as their fozmer lyues 
bane ſhewed the, it cannot be credible that 
they would haue attepted ſo greate a may 
ter ſo foliſhly.3fthep were fwles, as they 
mult nedes be if they were truly charged, 
the had they not wit inough to haue pꝛe⸗ 
napled.&o if they were wiſe they are not 
truly to be acenſed, if hey were farce 
foles they were neuer iuſtly to be feared. 
But (D molt excellent ) neither 
were they foles no? falſe. Noble and true 
Enter vere nt CHEE 


and faithfull perfons they were: only ins 
wiſely they truſted a ty2ant, and now las 
metably they p2ap pou to be wiſer, Þnch 
were the falſe excuſes of Jugurth again 
noble Hiemſall and innocent Adherbail. 
Such were the ſhamleſſe p2oclamations,

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Buſpꝛis by adnife of deuils and deutlidy 
pꝛieſts had made to flow from his biondy 
altars? Who euer condemned Hercules 
of vniuſtice, in that he wozthily retompẽ⸗ 
ſed vile Pꝛocuſtes that toved and ntade 
paſtimes ofthe mangling of me, that rac 
ked ſho2t men to his long hedſtedes, + cut 
of tall men by the mcaſure of his ſhozt 
ones, and ſo would pike querels foz mur- 
der by mens not egall aunſwering his 
opinion and fanſie ? Who magnifteth not 
the name of Hercules, and under title 
ol iuſtice, in that he flew a multitude of 
the periured favth bꝛeaking Centaures 
that defied þ wedding feaſt with blond, x 
had turned the tune appointed fo2z mirth, 
fo tope , fo: amitie , foꝛ ſccurifie of true 
teaguc and frendſhip, to querell, to rn 
fon, to murder t outrage?

thing eis but this tyꝛant es the king and 
ONE ENCE 


reignpng and exerciſing all truettie 
bertuous innocent + godly perſons, 
thinketh that Hercules didnot right , al- 
though he were not that contrepman noz 
naturall ſoueraigne of that place, in that 
bee thtew the wicked murderer into hys 
owne hozſemanger to be denoured , who. 
befoꝛe had fed hys beaſtes with men! E⸗ 
ternall are the p:apſes of noble Conſfan- 
tine, that made inſt warre bpon Licinius 
foꝛ hys crueltie to Chꝛiſtians, 4 after fo2 
the ſame cauſe iuſtly put him to erecuti6 
of death, though he were by right Empe⸗ 
rm of the Caſt x otherwiſe Conſtantines 
oxall . The very name of that excellent 
Conſtantine ( O noble Pꝛinces) with re⸗ 
membꝛaunte whence he was, euen out of 
the famous Idle of Bꝛitaine, maketh me 
to runne out into ioytull exciaimvng how 
much (J kuow not by what inſtina from 
heanen)enen at this pꝛeſent my minde is 
kindled with perſuaſiõ that God hath ozs 
deined the ſame Alland at this time and 
of the line or that Conſtantine to geue bs 
an heire of Conſtantines vertne, a ſpꝛea⸗ 
der of me giozy of Govand reſcuer of his: 
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when the Empire was dinided betwete: 
Conſtans and Cõſtantius, and ſo by tuſt 
right and title poſleſſed, and that Conſti⸗ 
tius in fauour of Arrian herefie had band: 
ſhed Athanaſius and manygodlyfathers;; 
Confſtans: though in ciuile cauſes he had 
no right noꝛ entermedling in Conſtatius 
dominion, vet to his eternall pzayſe made 
iuſt warre vpon Conſtãtius and by foꝛte 
cõſtrained him to geue ſintere ſatetie and 
full reſtitution to his ſubiedes the true 
pꝛofeſſoꝛs of the Goſpeli of Chꝛiſt. The 
like did Theodoſins the vertuous Cmpes 
roꝛ at ſute of Byſhop Atticus. The like 
bath euer been lawfull to Chiſtiã kinges 
and Pꝛinces. And i euer it werenecefls 
rv, now it is, when not onelp many an As 
thanaſius , many an Atticus, and many! 
a noble pꝛince t godly perſonage lyep20-: 
ſtrate at your ferte fo; ſuccoz ;butalſo the 
reſpec of ygur one fafette and of pour 
ſpeciall charge of your owne kingdomes 
concurreth with their petitions, | 
Thus as nothyng is moꝛe conſonant 
with dutie in reſpec both of God t man, 
of religiõ and nature, nothing me comes 
mẽdable fo2 charitie nothing maze anay- 
ling to honour, la is there usthing moꝛe

nedlall fo2 dpholding the generall degree 
and name of kynges , no; moꝛe 

fo2 eſchuing of imminet perill to all thoſe 
thinges that you haue moſt defire to p2e- 
ſerue,than it is to take this querell in had 
fo2 your faith, foz your neighbours , fo; 
pour ſelnes,againft the enemy of God, ot 
Chuſtendome,of pour crownes,e of pub⸗ 
like truth. The degree of kinges is a moſt 
(acred & reuerend office oꝛdeined by God, 
armed, and adozned with lawfull power 
and maieſtie to pzeferne mankind x com- 
mon ſocietie. Jt behoueth all kinges to 
topne together to vphold that eſtate in the 
fame eſtimat ion and renertce, that kings 
dome map bee eſteemed as it is a whole- 
ſome oꝛdinaunce foz the kinde of man. At 
a king ſhall bzeake common faith and be» 
come an open tyꝛant t opp2efſer of men, 
without law, without iudiciall 
without all grounde and fame of 


Decemuir had ben iuſtly chaſtiſed x not 
wantonly defended by his fellowes , the 
Decemuirate had not been ſo eaſily abo- 
liſhed. States arc vpholde by vertue and 
credite , and egall pꝛinces fo2 theit com- 
md intereſt to maintaine the honour and 
continuaunte of P2inces , and to kerpe it 
free from hatred of the woꝛlde, haue iuſt 
cauſc and iuſt authoꝛitie, great wil dame 
and great neceſſitie , by naturall and ver- 
tuous content to pꝛouide fo2 the common 
focictie of men wherof they haue the ſu- 
p2eme charge on earth, to wype away the 
ſtaine ot their ſtate, to remoue ſuch a wit⸗ 
ked king krom the earth and from exam- 
ple, and to cut f᷑rũ the world and from pos 
fteritic the coꝛrupter and ſclaunderer of 
kingdomes and of their facred maieſties. 

Vow inuch moze ought this to be done in 
caſe ofthe defence of Chaſtian religis ſo 
farre as the ſetular arme of pzinees wh 
Th:iſt hatharmed with-theſwozd e laws 
full power is able to aduaunce theſuretie 
ol Chailtes Church th apy — 


fempfed , great pꝛomiſes of heauen p? 
poned, to enlarge the kingdome of 3 
in earth, to deliuer not onely the aunci⸗ 
ent of Ch2iſtians from wong- 
full holdpng , but alſo and pꝛincipally 
the ſoules of infinite multitudes from the 
ſeruitude of Sathan ! But here will per- 
haps be ſayd, that howſoeuer my ſpeache 
may be conſtrued againſt the great Pa- 
bumet , yet the other tyꝛaunt is a Ch2t- 
ſtian Paince , vnder whom and in whoes 
dominion Chꝛiſtians are ſuffred to keepe 
their religion. J confeſſe in dede he hol- 
deth the name of a Chꝛiſtian in as hye 
degree as map be, but with ſuch hereſies 
and Turkiſhe mirture of heathen cere⸗ 
montes , ſuperſtitions , and blaſphe - 
mies agaynſt the name and dignitie of 
Chꝛiſt, and therwith is ſuch a malicious 
truell enemie to Chziſtians, in ſtopping 
their paſſages to helpe one an other , in 
dangerous counſcls to Pahn- 
met, in apding him with his fo2ce, accoꝛ⸗ 
dyng to the league and amitie that is be- 
twene them, that his name of Chziltia- 
nitie ſerueth him to no moꝛe but to en- 
creaſe the giltines of his fault, + the iuſt⸗ 
neſſe of pour warrs againſt hym, whoes 
caſe differeth onely thus much from the 
J.]. Turks. 
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Turke, that in that he ſayth he is a Chꝛi⸗ 
ſtia he hath to all the Turkes lewdneſſes 
added blaſphemie, t where the Turke is 
an open enemie, this tyꝛaunt is both an 
open enemie # traitoꝛ to Chailtian fapth, 
Dh molt excellent Pꝛinces, be it euer 
pꝛinted in your hart, that whatſoeuer he 
be, though he pꝛeſume to beare the name 
euen of moſt Chꝛiſtian, oꝛ of moſt holy, 
02 vſurpe the title of pitie oꝛ catholike re⸗ 
ligion, oꝛ other like cad names, if he per- 
ſecute the Church of God , if fo2 ambitt- 
ous reſpectes he iopne him ſcife in ſocietic 
with the Turk and Chꝛiſtes enemies to 
further the Turkes inuaſions vpõ Chi 
ſtendome, oꝛ to withdꝛaw his owne ayde 
from the common cauſe of Chꝛiſtians, if 
publike fayth do not holde him, if law of 
nature and humane ſocietie be no bonde 
vnto him, if the woꝛd of God bee not the 
rule of his religion , if he kill oꝛ oppꝛeſle 
his ſubiectes 02 hys neighbours foꝛ being 
Chꝛiſtiãs, and fo2 pꝛofeſſung the ſame ac- 
co2ding to p rule of Chꝛiſt, as this pꝛinte 
hath done, he ought to bee in pour iudge⸗ 
ment, as he is in his owne pꝛaaiſe, a hea- 
then and publicane, one agapnſt whom 
pour ſmoꝛdes ought to be iuſtly dzawen 
to that you beare them not in vaine, and 
in vayne ſhall you beare them and deply 
aun⸗ 


aunſwere God foz baine bearpng of the, 
if pe vſe them not to defend, to ſuccour, 
to reſcue the Churche of Chailt . And b 
the way in the example of this falſe Chz 
ſtian the Deſpote, J beſeche pou note one 
thing. The daunger of leagues and ſocie- 
ties with infideles.Surely it was no law 
of ceremonie, but of the hye wiſdome and 
eternall policie of God, that his people 
were foꝛbidden heathen mariages . The 
great fall of wiſe Salomon to depe idola⸗ 
trie by that meane ought to bee a terrible 
paterne to you all in that caſe,# to warne 
pou not onely that it is daungerous but 
alſo vnlawfull to couple your ſclues in 
bondes of mariage with open heretickes 
92 infidels.Jt is a hye pꝛide in pour owne 
ſtrength r a hve pꝛeſumption againſt the 
will of God to truſt that ſo matching, you 
ſhall be able to reteine pour fapth. @alo- 
mon was wiſe and could not do it, 4 was 
the rather by Gods mercy to pou , deſti⸗ 
tute of Gods grace to him, to teach pou to 
beware by his example . After that the 
Deſpote had geuen his daughter Catha- 
guſina in mariage to Amurathes „ the 
frendſhip of the tyꝛaunt, the loue of his 
daughter, the ambitious pꝛide of ſo hye 
alliance , common confereces of counſels 
J. 9j. and 
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end aſtaires, tranſpoꝛted him by little and 
little from fayth to op? falſhed and enemi⸗ 
itie againſt Chꝛiſt x Chꝛiſtians. So great 
a thing it is to pelde a little in maters of 
faith and ſeruice of God, as if it lap in our 
ſelues to qualifie the ſinceritie of truth, 
whereupsn the grace of God by litle and 
litle deſtituting ſuch velders and diſpens 
ſcrs with them ſelues in maters of God 
they become at legth indurate and deſpe- 
rate, and voyde of all vertue and ſenſe of 
God.s O noble Lo2des beleue it fo2 a moſt 
certaine truth, recoꝛde it foꝛ a moſt neceſ⸗ 

ſary admonition, that he hath not the reli 
gion of Chulk that fœleth it not. And her 
feeleth it not that doth not together fele 
with other Chꝛiſtians the hurtes t daun⸗ 
gers of the body # mebers of the Churche 
of Ch:iſt. Nature hath told pou how the 
differente betwene doyng wꝛong and not 
pꝛeſeruing from wꝛong if vou may, is ſo 
ſmall as they be both ſubiec to the title: 
gilte of wꝛong euen in a pꝛiuate perſon, 
much mo2e in thoſe whoes office lyeth in 
power and in charge to defend,and to that 
end was oꝛdeined. When a Chuſhan af- 
ter ſhipw2ack , naked and deſtitute of 02- 
dinary meane of ſucco2 , wꝛaſtling in the 
waues fo2 his life, his fozces oy 

02 


labo2 of ſwimming , his body filled with 
bꝛyne of ſca , is by the woꝛkyng of the 
winde and water dꝛiuen nere the ſho2e, 
where vou in ſafetie ſtand and behold his 
wokull caſe and daunger, that therupon 
his tyered ſpirites do of pour pꝛeſente ga- 
ther ſome hope, and with recollecinghys 
vttermoſt remayning fo2ce dꝛaweth toge- 
ther ſo much ſilly ſtrength as by ſigne of 
hand ſtretched vp, oꝛ by voyce ſtrained 
foꝛth, to call to you fo2 helpe, and that the 
thꝛowing out of a rope, oꝛ reaching of a 
poale may ſaue him: how will pou aunſ⸗ 
were him that made him if you ſauce him 
not: will you be thought to haue humani⸗ 
tie in pou and refuſe to releue him: will 
pou boaſt of Chꝛiſtianitie and not be mo⸗ 
ued with pitie : will you vaunt of pour 
religion and ſo fowlp defame it; will you 
thinke that any man can in fayth beleue 
that vou haue faith when you ſhew it not 
in the deedes of mercy t charitie the true 
frutes of faith, ſpecially to thoſe that be of 
the houſhold of fayth ! ill you pꝛetend 
that Leuiathan « hys ſea monſters,that 8 
Whales and Haddocks will be offended, 
that in ſauing the man pou bereued them 
of their pzay? Mil pe allege that it weare 
wꝛong to z fleſheating fiſhes that by vour 
J. ul. helpe 


helpe h Chiftis was not deuoured : But 
what if the caſe were ſuch, as the caſe is 
in derde that on the one ſide a monſter of 
ſea purſuing the man did th2eaten to cate 
bp pour Gollings and your Ducklinges, 
when he findcth them ſwimming on the 
water vnleſle you ſuffered him to cate the 
man, and on the other ſide the po2e mans 
father the Ring of Kings # Lo2d of Lo2ds 
that hath pour life and death and the vni 
ucrſall change of all thinges in his power 
and at his beck, ſhall ſtand ouer pou , and 
ſhall ſap vnto you , vnleſſe pou help thys 
man mp child, your bꝛother if ye be mine, 
J will pꝛeſently tomble pon from the fafe 
ſhoꝛe that pou ſtande vppon , J will geue 
winges and feet to the monſters thatnow 
purſue this ſely creature in their owne e- 
lement and dominion onely,J will bꝛyng 
them to land, J will geue them ſtrength 
tuneane to purſue pou there alſo till they 
rote out pon and pours: what would you 
then do oꝛ not do! whom would pon then 
chene to pleaſe oz diſpleaſe:which thꝛeatẽ 
oꝛ peril would pou ratheſt ſhun oꝛ aduen⸗ 
ture:Jt is not hard to coniecure what 
choiſe you would make , if theſe thynges 
were thus pꝛeſẽtly befoze pour epes: why 
make pou not the likechoiſe, whenthe 


ſame thyng is pꝛeſent to your bnderſfan- 
ding! Surely it cã haue no cauſe but lacke 
of fapth, that concerning God we conkelle 
moꝛe in mouth then we fele in beelefe: we 
ca be content to affirme religion and con- 
ſtience to make other foꝛ religion and con 
ſcience obedient to our authoꝛity, and ſhal 
we our ſelues againſt religion and wyth⸗ 
out conſcience neither haue pitic of Chail- 
tian men foꝛ whom our authoztty is ſta⸗ 
bliſhed:no2 ſhew loue oꝛ feare of God by 
whom it is oꝛdeined. But admit that our 
ſelues were in lyke perill with the poꝛe 
man, and the daiiger ſo egally conioyned, 
that we mult either be ſaued oz periſh to⸗ 
gether , what would we doe! When the 
whole ſhip of Gods militant Chirch ſfan- 
deth in this likelyhode of extremity, whe 
our ſelues are ſapling in the ſhippe ready 
to burſte wholye in pieces, will wee ſtill 
ſlepe and be wanton 2 Death is certapne 
to you all, and this lite muſt haue end, x 
in the ending of it a battell at the paſſage 
mult be foughten with the mightie enc- 
mie of pour ſaluation. It can not be auoy- 
ded but it mult be tryed, it can not be cſca- 
ped but you muſk pertſheif you be not 
ſtrongly armed. At pour dying houre (O 
noble P2inces ) that houre J ſay that en⸗ 
I. iiij. deth 


deth the eſtate of all pꝛinces and ſubdueth 
the in equalitie with all men to the hyeſt 
P2ince , when the daunger is moſt great, 
naturall ſtrength moſt feble , and diuin$ 
ayde moſt needefull , be ſure of this that 
Sathan ſhall then moſt fiercely aſſaple 
vou, he ſhall querell with you vpon your 
gregt accompt, he ſhall ſo charge you with 
great faultcs , that hee ſhall not omit the 
ſmalleſt default. Judge pour ſelues ther⸗ 
fo:e that ye bee not iudged. Charge your 
ſelues now to amendment, that pe be not 
then charged to daͤnation. Imagine your 
ſelues now fo be in ſuch caſe as pe are one 
dap ſure to be. Suppoſe the houre come 
when pou are to peld your ſpirite 4 your 
power together, when you lye in languoz 
of dying, in ſharpeneſle of paine, # in ex⸗ 
pectation of the imminent iudgement of 
God,and that now as then Sathan ſhall 
in hys vgglieſt maner pꝛeſent him ſelfe 
vnto vou, and ſhall ſay thus. O pe ſome⸗ 
time great P2inces , and now the moe 
burdened becauſe ye were Pꝛinces, be- 
thinke pou what you haue done and not 
done, and acknowledge the iuſtice of God 
in pour damnation now pꝛeſent and not 
to bee auoyded . J let paſſe your pꝛiuate 
faultes agamſt Gods commandementes. 
Come 


Come tothe greateſt . You know Chꝛiſt 
him ſelfe did ſet on his left ſide , and ſent 
into eternall fire , thoſe that in nede did 
not releue him, with clothing, with lod- 
ging, with fode # comfozt , pzonouncing 
that vncharitablenes to haue been ſhewed 
to him ſelfe, when mercy and ſucco2 was 
not extended to one of the paze ones that 
he had commended to their mercy. What 
ſhall he ſay to you that haue withholden 
pour due ayde nat onely from one little 
one but alſo from hys whole Church, frõ 
the defence ofhys whole religid and pco- 
ple, not that onely, but when you might 
haue holpen their miſerie , vou haue not 
onely ſuffred them to be ſpoyled , robbed, 
and llaine, but infinite multitudes of the, 
their childꝛen and poſterities to be th2al- 
led to a falſe fapth, to be caried captiue 
into hereſie + the kingdome of Antichꝛiſt⸗ 
Doe pou think to ſit in heauen x ſe whole 
armies, whole nations goe to hell by your 
fault: It blod aſke blod, what vengeance 
ſhall be due to the inſtruments of eternall 
death! What ſhall it auaile pou to haue 
kept pour owne kingdomes in quiet and 
god eſtate foz a little leſſe oꝛ moꝛe than 
rr, peares, and by pour default to be gilty 
of my DER os 2 
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without compaſſion and ſuccoꝛ ſeene amõg 
your neighbours, and without pꝛouiſion 


ſhal ſucceed after you in your own realms 
and domintons ? Uihcn Sathan ſhall lay 
this to vour charge, what ſhall be aunſwe⸗ 
red :? you can not defend it noꝛ excuſe it. 
Will you runne to merty: hee will run 
betwerne pou and the mercy gate, and tell 
pou it is denyed to the vumercifull-:Wrill 
pou allege that heauen is due to thoſe of 
the Church of God? he will b2ing fo2 wit - 
neſſe againſt pou the very Church of God 
it ſelfe that pou haue deſtituted and fo2fa- 
ken it, J will not ſay betrayed it? Wpll 
vou thinke to he holpen by fayth, and the 
pꝛomiſes of the Goſpell: he will ſay pon 
haue no fayth, t the pzonnſcs of the Goſ⸗ 
pell belong not to you: fo2 he will bid you 
to ſhew pour fayth by pour deedes, he will 
charge pou that infidelitie hath berne ad⸗ 
uaunced by pour meanes, and the fayth of 
Chꝛiſt and truth of his Goſpell defaced by 
pour ſufferance, and you haue ſo dealt in 
the canſe of fayth and of the Goſpell as if 
pou felt no zeale thereof. What ſhall re- 
mapne to you in this caſe? Th ſhall you 
fele a paſſion if now vou will fœle no cõ⸗ 
paſſion. The ſenſieſſe beholding of the dil⸗ 
treſſe of the Church of God, oe og 
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ſuch aſenſc of miſeries, as ſhalbe able to 
receaue no comfo2t in hoꝛroꝛ ofthe paine 
that will haue no end. O how deepely it 
will then be wiſhcd , that all treaſure, all 
trauell, all pollicie, all aduenture had ben 
employed to the ſeruice of God, and the 
ſucceſſe committed to his godnes. O how 
ruthfully will wantonneſſe be bewapled, 
idleneſſe tamented, ſparing deteſted, lutt 
lothed, + liking of Iyfe hated © extreme 
danger when ſo great burdens are layed 
bpon the weakeſt tyme, when pꝛeſump⸗ 
tion differreth god doing to the late and 
lateſt houre . Pow is the remedy. Now 
noble p21nces ſo reigne that ve may euer 
reigne, both in fame + blefetiicſſe, in the 
woꝛld and after it: ſo line that ye may nc- 
ner feare to dye, which ſhall be, if ye ſhall 
ſo do in life whiche is but a way to death 
that ye may yeld to Gods mercy a life 
ſpent in his ſeruice, that the p2ayer of 
Gods Church may p2olog your reignes, 
teftifie your fapthes, and commend pour 
ſoules. But ſe the miſchick, ſee the ſut⸗ 
tletie of Sathan. The ſelfe ſame deuill 
that will then charge vou with not doing, 
doth now withhold vou from doing . Ve 
that then will thꝛeaten you with damna⸗ 
tion, doth now moue pou to 1 it. 
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The ſelfe ſame deuill that will then ſay 
vnto pou to put you in terro2 , pou be⸗ 
traped the Church of God, doth now ſap 
to you ts bꝛing you in erro2 , that you 
owe no ſuch duetie to the Church of God. 
Che ſelfe ſame deuill that will then ob- 
iecte agaynſt pou that in not ſhewing 
your deedes to the helpe of Chꝛiſtians 
vou haue ſhewed that you haue no fapth, 
doth nowe ſap vnto pou , if pou helpe 
Chaiſtias you bꝛeake fapth. O wꝛetched 
entanglemẽt. O crafty Deuil. He holdeth 
vou ſnared with pꝛetẽſe of fayth leaſt pou 
ſhould do any thing in defence of fayth. 
He ſayth pour late league with the inſt⸗ 
dell doth tye pou, by pꝛomiſe, by articles, 
by publike atteſtation, by othe, ſo that 
* howſoeuer pour neighbours neede requi⸗ 
reth, howſoeuer pour owne daunger cra- 
ueth,howſoeuer Gods ſeruice tommaun⸗ 
deth , how ſoeuer charitie , how ſocuer 
fayth, howſocuer Religion, howſoeucr 
wiſedome, howſoeuer hono2 , howſoeuer 
the p2oper dutie and office of Pꝛintes and 
Chꝛiſtian P2inces aduiſeth, vou map not 
fall out with Mahumet, pon may take 
no parte againſt htm , you map ſuccour 
none, no not pour ſelues-, who he would 
haue deſtroyed . Mee telleth pou that we 
are 
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reach ol his purpoſes , bee they neuer ſa 
cruell, neuer ſo faithleſſe, neuer ſo daun⸗ 
gerous to the vninerſall Churche oz to 
pour ſenerall lines , ſubieces , and kings 
domes. Reco2de (O noble P21nces ) the 
truth ofthe league betwene him and you. 
Dbſerue all leagnes iuſtlp, fo2 ſo becom⸗ 
meth Chꝛiſtians: but iudge all leagues 
truelp , fo2 ſo behoueth Chꝛiſtian gouer⸗ 
no2s , Mey your league with the mpnde 
that you made and bnderftode it, kerpe it 
with the fayth that you pzomiſed and aſ- 
ſured it,You remember well J am aſſu- 
red, what meanes pꝛocured pour league, 
what purpoſe did further it , and what 
truſt and minde concluded it. ou know 
how pour noble vertnes haue geuen ſuc- 
cours to vs pour Chꝛiſtian neighbours, 
and therin you haue not onely charitablp 
done vs gad , but wiſely dinerted perill 
from pour ſelues . Jt pleaſed almighty 
God that vſed pour honourable minifte- 
rie in defence of his Goſpell and Chirch, 
ſo to p2oſper the pꝛocedinges that god 


fozme of peace enſued . Which as it was 
on our part fo2 the benefite'of Ch2iſten- 
dome 


dome embꝛaced, ſo on the tyꝛants behalte 
it was moſt fraudulently meant 4 moſt 
vntruelp obſcrued . Yee firſt concluded 
peace with vs in Epirus and Raſcia , hos 
ping to haue vſed our aydes againſt pou. 
To that end he p2ocured the ſiege of Sco⸗ 
dꝛa, wherin he ſet Chꝛiſtiãs agatuſt Chzi- 
ſtians, that he might feede him with top 
of the deſtruction on both ſides . To that 
end hc made offer to me and to the other 
pꝛinces in Cpy2us ⁊ to the Loꝛds of Raſ- 
tia to permit to vs # them the free vſe of 
Chꝛiſtian Religion with his awd content⸗ 
ment, if we would haue ioined in ſeruing 
him againſt vou. That article we refn- 
ſed, wherupon he hath certenly holden vs 
fo2 impediments to his purpoſes agapnſt 
vou. But finding that while pour aydes 
were redy to ſuccour vs in our neceſſities, 
and our ſeruices thakfully ready to with- 
ſtand all perils that might be intended to⸗ 
ward vou, her p2aciſcd to ſnare you wyth 
league, that you might ſo be withholden 
from releuing our lines oꝛ reuenging our 
deaths. He pꝛetended great wearineſſe of 
warres, of waſt of his countrey & people: 
and a great deſire of reſt and quiet , wyth 
ſmgular top that in part he had atlreadye 
obtained and taſted the ſweet frutes — 


fired peace , Me made bs the meanes ta 
perſwade Þ peace, he made vs to tell your 
miniſters as from him what zeale and at 
fection he had to cheriſh vs, and that fo2 
this cauſe and fo2 aſſurance of our ſafetye, 
and dur peaceable enioping the quiet of 
our conſcience , this peace ſhould be the 
band and pledge,which hope he confirmed 
with infinite cirtumſtances and meanes 
of credite.With this truſt, and foꝛ the be⸗ 
nefite and ſecurity of the Church of God, 

and with this vnderſtanding of Bahu 
mets affection pou made the peace. This 
was the cauſe and this was the purpoſe 
therof . Vou were not vanquiſhed in bat⸗ 
tel, you were not foꝛced by any feare oz 
neceſſity to take any diſhono:able compo⸗ 
ſition at his hand,to the p2eiudice of pour 
fayth, religion, oꝛ honoꝛ, oꝛ to a neceſſary 
conſtraining of vou to foꝛſake the cauſe of 
Chꝛiſt and the querel that had already ſo 
much coſt vou and pet ſtil ſo much impoꝛ⸗ 

teth pou, vou know vou were not dꝛiuen 
to any ſuch nerde. Pour conſcience can tel 
pou that you made the league onelp vpon 
theſe god ſemblances on his part, to pꝛe⸗ 
ſerue the Church and nat to be cõpelled to 
deſtitute t᷑ betray it. Reach into your own 
hartes I beſeche vou, and let euery one of

you retoꝛde wpth himſelfe , whether pon 
would haue made that league if he had 
ſaid vnto you befo2e hand that which now 
hath followed, if he had ſatd vnto pon ſins 
ccrety J haue made peace with p Chzifti- 
ans at home and nere me, I haue teſtified 
it, J haue ſwoꝛn it, haue boũd my blod, 
my coũſel. my Juſtices, mp officers & ſub⸗ 
ieues, with oth t charge to kepe it. J haue 
ſubſcribed it, J haue p2oclaimed it, J 
haue ſet foꝛth ediqes foꝛ obſeruing of it, 
I haue puniſhed bꝛeakers of it, J haue de 
faced the monuments of foꝛmer diſcozdes 
and bnkindneſſe, J haue tolde pou that 4 
ſeeke and aſſent to league with pou x the 
that both J and they and pon may enioye 
quietneſſe with ech of our conſciences as 
we are perſwaded, J will now ioyne in 
bond of amitie with vou, but ſo fone as 
that is ended, J will keepeno fapth wpth 
heretickes, the Raſcians whom you haue 
ayded ſhail dye foz it, p peace that I haus 

pꝛoclaimed with that ſecte of Cheiſtians 
ſhall be diſſolned , the permiſſion of vſe of 
their religiõ ſhal be reuoked, great Pahu⸗ 
met my Pꝛophet + lawgeuer ſhall be ſer⸗ 
ned with their blod in peace, the league 
that J now make with you ſhal remaine, 
Eitſhall remaine to binde pou — 
| e 


alliſte no2 foreliene ſuch of them as ſhall 
eſcape my hand, noz to hald vpa ſie that 
map any way aſſiſt pou if you haue niede 
hereafter : At A ſay he had plainly thug 
fold pou, would pou haue entred intoanp 
ſuch league:@earch your cõſciente & let it 
infozme you. It pou wold not haue made 
if yon had ſo vnderſtode him, ſurely ney⸗ 
ther did pou make it with 
that it ould be free fo2 him ſo to doe. At 
the the cauſe of leagne directly vnderſtod 
betweene pou both, and ſo lapd open to the 
wo: ldes iudgemẽt, was to haue peace foꝛ 
the Church, foꝛ religion, and foꝛ the poli⸗ 
ttke eſtate on both ſides, then who ſo bzea 
keth that purpoſe, and by innouatiös lay» 
eth the other open to fraude and daunger, 
that is he that hath diſolued the league, 

that is he that hath vndone the knot, and

iuſtiy armed you fo withſtand his treaſds 
and in bayne complayneth that von be ty⸗ 
ed by the woꝛdes of the league. Remem⸗ 
ber J beſech pou his other doings againſt 
pour ſafetye, euen in þ cinile part of pour 
charge t authoꝛitie.

temptes againſt pon. UWherto ſent he ſe⸗ 
cret aſſiſtance to vphold a faction in pour 
neareſt boꝛders to your perill? Why pꝛo⸗ 
miſed he money, men, munition and o⸗ 
ther ſinewes of warre to the diſturbers ol 
pour ſtate? why ioyneth he daply in pꝛac⸗ 
tiſe wyth vour deadly enemies! Doth he 
it to other end than to deſtroy pou? Mh 
thꝛoweth he the blame vpon other whom 
he chcriſheth, and by who he is gouerned? 
Doth hee it to any other ende than to de- 
teiue vou: If then vou were deceiued in 
the making of pour league, ſhall it not 
ſuffice pou to purſue t᷑ obſcrue the cauſe 
and true purpoſe ofthe league? and ſhall 
it be fre foʒ hym agaynſt the minde and 
appearing purpoſe therofto murder pour 
frendes and vndermine vou? F the cauſe 
of the league ſo deftroped by himſelfe, 
ſhal it not be free fo2 you todefed pour ſel⸗ 
uss: t ſhall it not be free till it be to late?

It hee had bern a Chꝛiſtian Pꝛinte 
with whs your league is made in reſpect 
of defending Chꝛiſtẽdome, and he had al⸗ 
ter ward renoũced Chꝛiſtendome and be⸗ 
come an Infidell, had not the intent of 
pour league been ſo diſappointed as ſuch 
an alteration of his eſtate had ſet pou at

A Chirch 
robber ſhall in the ſame Church haue na 
ſancuarte , a peacebꝛeaher can not win 
thereby livertie to haue the pꝛotedion of 
peace with free dome of war. Awake ther 
foe (O noble P2inces) and ſee pour daũ⸗ 
ger by ours, his falſehedbp his factes, and 
pour neceſſitie by both his and our erapie. 
And now when pou haue ſeene what neede 
you haue, what right you haue, what 
charge yon haue, and what free autozitie 
you haue, and that thereby pou be armed, 
now conſider what trength,what meane, 
what tommoditie and what eaſe pau haue 
to doe it.

freame cruelty maketh deſpcrat neceſſity 
without pelduig, in thoſe that ſhall ſtand 
againſt him: the defence of murder + miſ⸗ 
chief is ſo odious that he can not gather an 
army to truſt vnto,but mingled with ſuch 
whoſe hartes in their flayne frendes he 
hath galled, oꝛ whoſe courage ſo euill a 
cauſe abate th, oꝛ whoſe gilty mindes with 
him the like terroꝛ vexeth and apalleth: 
after the deſtruction of a hundzed thouſad 
mouthes by murder, vittail is dearer and 
ſcarccr, and not to ſuffice the remmaunt of 
his people: Gods wꝛath a thouſad wayes 
doth ſhew it ſelfe. Cternall honoꝛ ſhall fol 
low the rcuengers of the bꝛeach of chmon 
fapth, the reſcuers of the church, the ſaui⸗ 
ours of the afflicted, the pꝛeſeruers of the 
godly , the ſubduers of mõſters + miſcre- 
antes, Mherfoꝛe (O noble pꝛinces haue 
pyty, haue compaſſis of pꝛinces, of Chꝛi⸗ 
ſias,of men, that humanitp, religiõ, a ho⸗ 
noꝛ, may cõmẽd vou to eternall fame & to 
the fauour of God. That pe the ſuccoꝛers 
of many a fatherles infant map line to ſee 
pour childꝛens childzen in top E not bears 
the curſc of God to dye without heire that 
may be the comfo2t of pour ſelues & tape 
of pour realmes, that pe the deliuerers of 


true religion 2 


tie may p2eſently liue in the god grace of 
God , and leaue to poſteritie a bleſſed re- 
membꝛaunce and not a defacing ol vour 
pꝛeſent god dovnges with calanities to 
ſucceede fo2 lacke of pꝛouiſion, that when 
pe haue liued happily ye may dye tapſul- 
Ip, and not feelc the daũgerous tcutations 
that Sathã at pour laſt houre ſhall aſſaile 
pe with, it Gods people ſhal periſh which 
pou might haue pꝛeſerued. Let vur caſe 
moue pe to mercy , let pour owne caſe 
ſtirre pe to wiſedome, let the caſe ot᷑ your 
kingdomes raiſe pe vp to iuſtice, let the 
caſe of God and hys Chirch kindle you in 
zeale .

| | lenmities of Popiel ens 
VAT name, being under age, 

as with the vnifo:me 
aſſent of his vntles and of the nobilitie, 
ſet in poſſeſſion of the kingdome, they all 
by othe pꝛomiſing him their allegeance. 
The gouernaunce of the poung kinges 
perſon , and the adminiſtration of the 
common weale was committed to cer- 
tapne

| 


tayne of his tncles that were thought 
molt merte fo2 it. They were continu⸗ 
ally in the Court, and euer at the Pꝛin⸗ 
ces elbow . They heard and determined 
cauſes and controuerſtes , and did in no 
point leane the common weale vnſer- 
ued, vntill the kyng himſelfe was hable 
in perſon to doe the publicke affapꝛes, oʒ 
at leaſt ſo long as hee would ſuffer hyw- 
ſeife to bee gonerned by their aduiſes. 
Foz when he came to bee a ſtripling tos 
warde mans eftate , whiche is the moſk 
fipperie and inclining age to licentiouſ⸗ 
neſſe and pleaſures, her beganne by and 
by ta line after his owne fancy, to deſpiſe 
the admonitions of his vncles , to take 
counſell of young fellowes of his owne 
peares, and with ſuch youthes to vſe ban⸗ 
quetinges and long large dꝛinking feaſts, 
to ſpend out whole nights in bꝛothel hou⸗ 
ſes,m dafiſinges, in playes and dallyante 
with pong women: and then glutted with 
ſurfet and lecherp, to ſlepe the moſt part of 
the dap, to neglert the common weale and 
hearing of canſes in iudgment, and pwꝛe 
mens ſutes: he became vnapt to any god 
— H doltiſch aud blockiſh, and 
wared tcontemptuous to all men, in fo 
no x 


led Choſtek, beſide that his diſſolute and 
vile conditions were further encreaſed in 
defo2mitie with a thin hcare vpon his hed. 
and beard, ſuch as commonlye hapneth to 
vnchaſt perſonncs . Vis vncles with the 
reſt of the nobility conſulted together how 
this diſlolute life and deſperate licenciouſ⸗ 
neſſe of their .P2ince might be reſoꝛmed. 
They pꝛouided hun a wife, a very beutp⸗ 
ful Papde, the daughter of a Pz2ince of 
Ducheland . And it ſemed to them likely 
that ſhe a couetous and ambitious womã, 
would haue reduced her huſbandes life to 
better temper from pꝛodigalitv, and wold 
haue ſhaken from the ſluggiſh dull beaſte 
his dꝛowiſines. But it hapned otherwiſe, 
fo: he both abated nothing of his foꝛmer 
diſoꝛders and wickedneſſe: and ſuch fanl- 
tes as he befoꝛe was free from, he now ler⸗ 
ned of his wife and added them to his o⸗ 
ther lewdneſſe. Fo2 both he became moꝛe 
conetous,and ſold iudgmentes, honoures 
t offices: and where he could not ſtabliſh 
his kingdome by vertue and woꝛthineſle, 
knowing him ſelfe ſo gilty of daily eno2- 
mities,he laboured to atchieue it by pꝛide 
and crueltpe, and coucted to befeared of 
his ſubiectes, whe he liſted not to deſerue 
ta be belaued . And all this he did by pꝛa⸗ 


uocation ofhis wife, « the taking the do- 
ing and p2ofite into her own hand. Shee 
hauing once taſfed the ſweetneſſe of domi⸗ 
niõ and gaine, and deſpiſing the baſe hart 
of her huſband, had by her womanniſhe 
craftines conueyed the whole gouernance 
to her ſelf, And ſpecially when ſhe hauing 
boꝛne hym two ſonncs, Lechus, & Popi- 
elus, was once become a Querene mother, 
ſhe heldy wanton weake hart of her huſ⸗ 
bad faſt boũd in awe of her loue , ſo per⸗ 
ſwaded her ſelfe to make her authoꝛity in 
Poleland to ſtand firme and faſt foꝛ euer. 

One only impedimẽt ſtode in her way 
namelp, the fauoꝛ and credite ofthe kin⸗ 
ges vncles among the commonalty which 
they had atteined by vp2yghtnelle of lyfe, 
gravity and wiſedome. Them lhe feared: 
them (fo2 their ſometime gentle admoni- 
tions, ſometime foꝛ their free and plapne 
rebukinges ſhe deadly hated: Their very 
ſecret conſcience ſhe ſtode in dꝛead of. And 
therfoꝛe ſhe pzaayſed as muche as ſhee 
could poſſibly, wyth fayned quarrels to 
bꝛing them in ſuſpition and hatred, Shee 
perſwaded the king that while they were 
aliue : in ſafety, his crowne ſhould neuer 
ſit aſſuredly and faſt on his head. And if he 
minded to kepe it himſelfe and leaue it to 
his 


his childꝛen, he muſt needes diſpatch hys 
vncles out of the wap . If he himſelfe had 
not the courage to doe ſuch an ace , ſhe 
bade hym commit it to her to compaſſe, 
ſaping, that though they paſſed her in ar⸗ 
mour and true force , vet ſhe was better 
furniſhed then they with ſubtile inuenti⸗ 
ons. She pꝛomiſed to b2ing it about with- 
out any offence,yea oꝛ any ſuſpition of the 
people. Myth which her perſuaſions ſhe 
eaſly dꝛew to the woꝛſer parte the weake 
and fcarefull hart of her huſband . Thus 
they entred into deuiſe fo2 the murdering 
of his Uncles. The king fayned himſelfe 
to be grenoufly and dangerouſly ſick. Vys 
wife cauſcd his Uncles (whom ſhe had a⸗ 
pointed to the laughter) to be ſent foꝛ in 
the kinges nante. They tame in haſt, and 
in great heuines ſtode about the ſick king 
and comfo2ted hym, he with groning fay- 
ned himſelfe to be very ſoꝛe ſicke: hee told 
them that it was reueled to hym from the 
Gods that the end of his life was at hand: 
he againe and againe committed his wife 
and po2e oꝛpheine childzen to their truſt 
and tuit ion. 

All the Court was filled with noyſe of 
the Queenes woman iſh howling, ſobbing 
and lamẽtations: pꝛeparation was — 


fo2 the funerals by the kinges owne tom⸗ 
maundement. The day thus ſpent, inhen 
it dꝛewe to warde ſunne ſetting the kyng 
as one euen pꝛeſentip ready to dye, myn⸗ 
ding to take his laſt leaue of his Uncles, 
ſpake to euerp of them flatteringly by his 
name, and in token of his loue and god 
will toward them all he commaunded, to 
be bꝛought a poyſoned cup of dꝛ ink which 
he had pꝛepared foꝛ the lame purpoſe, He 
fayned himſelſe to dꝛinke to them, but he 
onelp blew away a litle ofthe froth in the 
middeſt, and ſcarſely touched the dꝛinke 
with the vttermoſt partes ofhis lippes. 
When thep had all dꝛonke and pledged 
him in oꝛder one after an other, hee fap⸗ 
nedhimſelfe to bee heaup and diſpoſed to 
fleepe, and that he would fapne take ſome 
reſt. They reuerently toke their leaue of 
the kyng and departed . The poyſon once 
cõceiued in their ſtomakes poſſeſſed their 
vitall partes, and foꝛthwith they fell diC- 
traught of their wittes , and raging with 
great tozment fell downe and died. 

The Nueene beyng immediatly info2- 
med thereof by her eſpialles , commaun- 
ded the dead carcaſes ofthe noble men to 
be thzowen abꝛoad vnburied, Shas cauſed 
it to be publiſhed by Pꝛoclamation — 


thev had conſpired againſt the life of the 
king their kinſman + frend, which had ſo 
wel —— of them, and that they were 
therfoꝛe by the euident vengeaunte ofthe 
Gods ſtriken with ſodayne death. Al- 
though the blacke ſpottes of their bodies, 
and their bowels burſting # guſhed out of 
their bellies gaue manifeſt p:ofe of pop⸗ 
fon, vet fo2 frarc of the ty2zaunt ( whiche 
now no moꝛe fapned any ſicknes oꝛ feare 
of death no man durſt openly lament ſo 
vnwoꝛthy deathes of the god noble men. 
But the maieſtie of God ſuffercth not 
ſuch hoꝛrible factes to ber long vnpuni⸗ 
ed. Fo2 out of the putriſied carcaſes 
came Nattes of monſtrous byggeneſle, 
whiche paroned though fire and water, 
which way ſoeuer he fled, the vnnaturall 
murderer , with his vue wife, and his 
child:e. No defenccs of doꝛes and ſtoppes 
auayled him, no2 no ſutccur of his garde 
and ſeruauntes endeuours to dꝛiue them 
away . At the laſt, all perſons flying from 
him, his ſonnes were firſt deuoured, and 
then his wife „and laſt of all himſelfe vn⸗ 
happy wꝛetch was with paynefull low 
death miſerably coſumed in the Caſtell of 
Cruſwike. And ſo his owe fathers curſe 
fell not in vavne vpon hym. This happe 
ned about the veare of Chꝛiſt 823.

within age, his Uncles go⸗ 

N uerned the kingdome , tyll 
JK 6 he came to full age and ma⸗ 
— —xped a wyfe . Afﬀterwarde 
while he was ſitting at banquet , tipled 
with wine , bedecked with garlandes, 
ſmeared with opntmentes , all diſſolute 
with ſurfet and ropot , he was ſet vppon 
by exceeding great Pie that came out of 
the dead carcaſes of his Uncles, whome 
he and his wife had murdered by poiſon, 
They with furious eger byting aſſayled 
at his banquet thety:aunt and hys wyfe 
and childꝛen, his garde labouring in 
vayne to dꝛiue them away,becanſe when 
the foꝛce and ſuccour of men was tyꝛed, 
the Miſe continued day and night vnwea⸗ 
ried , They made great rounde ſiers, and 
within the compalle therof they ſet Pom 


pilius, and his wife and ſonnes: but the 
Myſe ranne th2ough the fire and ceaſſed 
not to gna the vnnaturall murderer, 
At length they aſſayed an other element, 
They conueyed Pompilius the murde- 
rer of his Uncles; with his wife and chil 
dꝛen in ſhippes into the middeſt of a 
great lake: but the Byſe vnceſſantty fo- 
lowed them, and catc though the bo2deg 
of the ſhippes, in ſo much that the water 
comming in at the holes , they were in 
daunger of ſinking , whcrefoze the Bart- 
ners fearing to be d2owned, conueped the 
ſhippcs to land, from whence an other 
company of vſc topned with the firſt, 
and mo2e fiercely aſſapled him They 
that defended him ſeyng this, e acknow- 
leogyng it tobe the vengeaunce of God, 
fled awap. 5 
Pompilius deſtitute of his ſuccours, 
withdꝛew himſelle into an hye Tower 
in Cruſwicke , whether the Pyſe furt- 
oullp ranneandclymed vp,and conſumed 
and denoured his two ſonnes, and his 
wife, and wicked Pompilivshim 

telle. Behold there is no power 
no counſell agaynſt 

the Lozde.
